Already Maysvllle and Mason county 
has made a contribution to this fund 
but the contribution has been a very 
small one and the women of the 
churches are hoping to be enabled to 
considerably Increase that fund by 
what they are enabled to raise through 
the sale oT these relief stamps this 
week. , 1 

The stamps are sold for three cents 
each and there is not a person in 
Maysvllle who cannot afford to buy a 
few of the stamps. Each stamp pur- 
chased represents the saving of one 
life for one whole day and one could 
not do a more noble thing than to as- 
sist In keeping the starving thousands 
in China alive until their harvest 
which Is counted on to relievo the ter- 
rible conditions now prevailing in that 
famine stricken land of N'orth China. 

Resides the house-to-house canvass 
to he made by the church women, 
there will be stamps offered for sale 
In the local stores and banks on next 
Saturday. Committees of young ladies 
will be stationed at all of the centrally 
located places of business to offer 
these stamps for sale and they will 
be sold in any quant ii v.,

JUSTICE NEAR DEATH

Former Secretary of the Interior D/es 
Suddenly Wednesday Horning 
—Chief Justice While • 
Near Deulh. 

Rochester. Minn., May 18.— Franklin 
K. Lane, former Secretary of the In- 
terior, died suddenly at a locul hos- 
pital here early this morning. Death 
was duo to an nttuck of angina pec- 
toris. 

Mr. Lane was operated on bare May 
0 for gall stones and appendicitis, and 
was bald to be recovering, when heart 
disease, from which he had suffered 
from time to time in the last eight 
months, developed. Immediately after 
he had recovered from thu Influences 
of the anesthetic Mr. Lane said: "I 
am surprised to be alive. 1 hope to bo 
uble to live a long life, doing good 
' things forover." 

Mr. Lane left no estate. 

It was often said of Mr. Lane that 
if he had been born In the L'nlted 
States instead of Canada ho would 
have been presidential Umber. After 
serving seven years In President Wil- 
son's Cabinet us Secretary of tho In- 
terior, he resigned his $12,000 a year 
post In expensive Washington early In 
1920 "In Justice to his family," to be- 
come vice president and legal advisor 
of the Mexican petroleum companies 
controlled by Edward L. Doheny. 

Washington, May 18. — Edward D. 
White, chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, is "no better," it was an- 
nounced today at Garfield Hospital. 
• White was unconscious. His death 
was expected momentarily. 

Whlto suffered a rolapse after an 
operation. 

He sank so rapidly his physicians 
said late yesterday ho probably would 
not live through the night. He showed 
unexpected strength, however, and 
still was breathing this morning. 

White is 75 years old. He has been 
In falling health for four months, but 
refused to leave his work on the su- 
preme bench.
